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And within few dayes after, the 
King ſent Briquemanlt, a man of 
great vertue and eſtimation, to the 
Admuirall, with the ſame 1nſtruRi- 
ons, {aying, that the matter of the 
Low-countrey could not well be 
dealt in without his preſence. 

The Admirall pertwaded by thus 
many meancs,and filled with good 
hope and courage, determined to 
go to Paris, where ſo ſoone as he 
was arrived and had been honou- 
rably and lovingly entertained of 
the King and his brethren, and the 
Qa-ene mother, and conſultation 
entred among them about the pre- 
paration for the Low-countrey, he 
declared to the King atlarge, how 
the Duke of Alva was in levying 
of great power, & preparing an ar- 
my,and that if the King ſhould diſ-

court,la Nove, & Genlzs, to whom 
the King had given in charge to ſes 
if they could by any means attempt 
and poſicfic any Townes bordering 
upon his Realme. They gathering 
divers other Gentlemen into their 
company, went ſpeedily into the 
Low-countrey , the Admirall not 
knowing of it, Who as ſoone as he

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ly , hor to overthrow with haſte 
their deviſes that ſeemed not ripe 
to be executed, 

The Count of Naflaw enflamed 
with the fight and defire of kis 
Countrey,and fearing the mutabie- 
nefle of the King, did firlt at the

being repulſed by the Spaniſh foul- 
dicrs that were in garriſon in the 
Caſtell, hee haſtily departed to 
Montz, and took the Towne, being 
a place very ftrong by nature, and 
well furnithed with all things ne- 
ceflary for the warre. Which thing 
being by report, and, meſſengers 
ſpread abroad 1n the Low-country, 


and diſpatched into France & Ger- 


many , both encouraged all them

But by the 
way when he was entred into the 
bounds of the Low-country, ha- 
ving with him tothe number of 
foure thouſand foot-men, and 4- 
bout foure hundred horſe-men, 
they were beſet by the Duke of Al- 
va, and the moſt part of them di- 
ſtreſſed : which thing was well 
knowne to have been wrought by 


the meanes of the Guiſians, which * 


by daily meſſ:ges and letters, ad- 
vertifed the Duke of Alva of their 
purpoſes and prearation. Which 


 falſe-hood of theirs, many moſt 
aftctionat to the Romiſh Religion, 


were highly offended with,becauſe 
a great number addited to the 
ſame Romiſh Religion were in 
that company. 

With this lofle, and with the 
reſcue of the Towne of Valentien- 
nes,the King ſeemed to be much 
troubled,for he feared 1: his coun- 

{els, 
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{cls being diſcloſed to the Sp:niſh 
King, would at length breede ſome 
cauſe of quarrcl and war, Howbeit, 
when he began to remember,that a 
great part of his {ccrets was already 
revealed to the Duke of Alva, he 
oftentimes reſolved to utter bis 
mind plainly, and to make open 
war. But he was withdrawn from 
that purpoſe by certain men which 
the Admirall had long before con- 
ceived, that they would ſo de. 
Howbeit he gave the Admairall 
liberty to ſead whatſo ever he 
thought meet to further the Prince 
of Aurenge his enterpriſe, and as 
great ſupply either of foot-men or 
of horſ-men as he coul1 to thear- 
mie which the Prince of Aurenge 
had levied in Germanie, When the 
Admirall for that cauſe had made 
requeſt that he might leavie thirty 
troopes of horſemen, and as many 
enſignes of tootmen, he eaſily ob- 
tained it, 
| For the entertainement of theſe 
footmen it behooved to have mo-

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ney,whertefore at the requeſt of the 
Admirall, the King called for his 
Treaſurer and commanded him to

fully and dtligently execute, 

Not long before this, F3,.ne Qaeen 
of Navarre above mentioned, 
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died in the Court at Paris, of a {ud- 
den ficknefle ,, being. about the 
age of forty and three yeares, where 
the ſuſpition was greatthat ſhe 
died of poylon, and her bedy was 
for that cauſe opened by the Phyſi- 
tions, there was no tokens of poy- 
ſon eſpied. But ſhortly after, by the 
dereftion of one A.P. it hath been 
found that ſhe was poyſoned with 
a venomed ſmell of a paire of per- 
fumed gloves,drefſed by ane Rexat 
the Kings Apothecary an Italian, 
who had a ſhop at Paris upon Saint 
Michaels bridge,near unto the Pal- 
lace: which could not be <ſpicd by 
the Phyfitions which did not open 
the head nor looked into the vreine 
It is well knowne that the ſame 
man about certzine yeares pait, for 
the ſ:me intent gave to Lewes 
Prince of Conde a poy{oned Pom- 
ander, which the Priace }:ft with 
one /c Groſſe his Surgeon, who was 
by little and little poyſoned there- 
with, 2nd fo {vrelled, that he hard - 
ly eſcaped with his Life,

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By her dcath,the Kingdom came 
to the Prince Hewry her fonne, to 
whom, as 1s above-faid, the Kings 
filter was promited and contracted.
